Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
wan-anting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An Interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 . 1 11 , 1 . 1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademart^ Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: Applicant initiated the interview to clarify the Office Action dated May 
30, 2003 (paper no. 20). Applicant asserted that the prior art does not suggest the claimed gaming device in which a 
jackpot is granted if player receives all OR less than all winning selections. In response, the Examiner stated the claim 
failed to distinguish over the combination of Thomas and Fier because Fier describes a game in which a jackpot is 
granted if a player receives all of a set of winning selections. Hence, because Fier describes the one of the 
alternatives required by the claim, the claim does not distinguish over the combination of Thomas and Fier. The 
applicant then asked whether the rejection could be overcome by amending the claims such that they require that they 
require that a jackpot is paid when a player receive a jackpot when he receives all winning selections AND when the 
player receives less than all of the winning selections. The examiner stated that it would. Next, the applicant asked 
whether the rejection addressed all the features of claim 38. The examiner reviewed the rejection and stated that the 
feature was not addressed. Hence, the finality of the Office Action was premature. Accordingly, the examiner advised 
the applicant of his option to request reconsideration of the rejection. . 
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
